Doubfr 58 Bodies 
In UAL Wreckage 
Can Be Recovered 


GRAND 
CANYON 
VILLAGE, 
Ariz. (TP—A helicopter rescue team 
descended into a deaih-fiUed gorge 
of the Grand Canyon of the Colo­ 
rado River today to retrieve re­ 
mains of the bodies of 128 victims 
of the world’s worst commercial 
plane disaster. 
The plane carried Acting Coroner 
Shelby McCauley, 
who said he 
would rema*n at the site until all 
bodies are removed. 
Departure 
was delayed because of mechanical 
trouble and a second helicopter 
containing photographers and a 
pool reporter was to leave later. 
Four cargo helicopters stood by 
at Winslow, Ariz , to drop into the 
treacherous canyon to assist in re­ 
moval of the bodies when clear­ 
ance was given for the landing by 
the first plane. The group planned 
to attempt removal of the 70 bodies 
from the wreckage of a Trans 
World Airlines 
passenger plane 
which apparently collided with a 
United Air Lines plane Saturday, 
The 58 bodies in the UAL wreck- 
aeg perched on a sheer cliff a 
mile away possibly never will be 
recovered. 
Launch Investigation 
Government officials launched an 
investigation into the crash to de­ 
termine for sure whether the two 
planes collided in mid-air in the 
nation’s first fatal collision of two 
airliners and then dropped into the 
huge, rocky gash in the Painted 
Desert 
They said there was only 
a “one-in-ten-miliion” chance that 
the two super-airliners met with 
separate mishaps at the same in­ 
stant and fell into the gorge. 
Investigators, 
piecing 
together 
all the information available, the­ 
orized that the TWA plane, climb­ 
ing to get out of a storm, flew 
right into the belly of the UAL 
plane and both 
plunged almost 
straight down and burned. 
None 
of the 128 persons in either plane 
had a chance. 
Hal Wood, United Press staff 
correspondent who flew over the 
scene Sunday, said “ I flew down 
to within a few feet of the place 
where the two planes crashed and 
the biggest piece of wreckage I 
saw was a wheel.” 
Wreckages Spotted 
He said the canyon’s tricky air 
currents “ tossed our little Cessna 
IOO plane aiound like a straw in a 
tornado.” 
The wreckage of the TWA plane 
was spotted 
Saturday after an 
anxious daylong search and the 
shattered 
remains 
of the UAL 
plane were sighted Sunday morn­ 
ing, only aoou* a mile down the 
colorful canyon carved by the rush­ 
ing Colorado River. 
There was no sign of life around 
the wreckage 
and a helicopter 
crew which landed in the gorge

* SIU Institute to 
Train Workers 
To Aid Communities 
CARBONDALE, 111. — An insti­ 
tute for training workers in com­ 
munity development will be estab­ 
lished at Southern Illinois Univer­ 
sity, President Delyte W. Morris 
announced Friday. June 29. 
Authorized by the SIU board of 
trustees, the institute will draw its 
staff from the faculties of appro­ 
priate departments and from the 
University's Community Develop­ 
ment Service which has been work­ 
ing with Southern Illinois towns 
on intensive community research 
and action programs since 1953. 
Richard W. Poston, director of the 
Community Service agency, also 
will head the Community Develop­ 
ment Institute. 
President Morris said a curricu­ 
lum leading to a bachelor of arts 
degree will be set up to help meet 
the growing demand for trained ex­ 
perts in the field. 
At present, no similar training 
programs are offered anywhere in 
the nation. Community consultants 
now working out of SIU have been 
drawn from such fields as educa­ 
tion, sociology, botany, economics, 
merchandising, and art.

LONDON-(NEA)—Queen Eliza­ 
beth and the royal family will 
breathe easier when the current 
London social season is over. Not 
that it has been a flop. The debu­ 
tantes have never been prettier; 
the champagne never more plenti­ 
ful. 
Never has so much broken 
glass been trampled underfoot. 


The trouble is the Duke of Kent, 
who is known as “ Eddie” to his 
friends 
Tile duke looks much like 
any other youth of 20—tall, gan­ 
gling, with nis ears swept a bit far 
forward—but he happens 
to be 
Britain’s most eligible bachelor, 
and as such the target of every 
society matron who has a mar­ 
riageable daughter. 


His Royal Highness is also sev­ 
enth in tile line of succession to 
the British throne, and it is in this 
role that the young duke is streak­ 
ing royal heads with gray. 
For 
the duke is a lively one. Not since 
his uncle, the Duke of Windsor, 
kicked up his heels as a youth has 
there been such a madcap in the 
royal family.

Recently his mother, the Duch­ 
ess of Kent, was forced to issue 
a formal denial from Kensington 
Palace that the duke had been in­ 
volved in incidents at two society 
parties. 
And what parties they 
were. 
Party No. I took place on a plea­ 
sure-boat in the Thames, where the 
duke was one of 300 guests. Dur­ 
ing the course of the evening two 
Guards officers, fully dressed in 
white ties and tails, were thrown 
into the rivei. So were hats, um­ 
brellas, champagne bottles, and 
even « chair. 
The Duke of Kent's 
evening, 
however, had just begun. At Party 
No. 2 in Mayfair he teetered on 
roof-ledge high above Curzon 
Street with a champagne glass in 
one hand and balancing with the 
other; then getting bored, he pour­ 
ed his champagne onto the heads 
of passersby. 
T get a bit fed up 
with being told what to do,” was 
his explanation.

the duke, as a second lieutenant, 
is a tank commander with the 
Royal Scots Greys at Salisbury 
Plains. 
But the duke wastes lit­ 
tle time with his tanks.

This applies to the duke’s choice 
of friends. The duke seldom takes 
out titled girls, though he is always 
willing to date the sister of an 
Army colleague. To get a second 
date Crum the duke, however, the 
girl must be a good dancer, a live­ 
ly talker with an interest in motor 
cars, films theater and jazz. 
The duke cannot afford to be too 
lavish on Army pay of $1,000 a 
year, plus a small weekly allow­ 
ance from his mother.

Farmers Get 
I 
Notices of Corn 
Base Acreage 


Every Saline county corn farm­ 
er should receive notice within the 
next few days of his Soil Bank 
corn base acreage for 1956. Not­ 
ices are being mailed from the 
County Agricultural 
Stabilization 
and Conservation office, according 
to Chairman Herman Driskell. 
A farmer’s Soil Bank corn base 
acreage is about 18 per cent above 
th# allotment previously set for 
the farm and provides the basis 
of the farmer’s participation in the 
1956 Acreage Reserve Program for 
corn. 
To earn acreage reserve pay­ 
ments, 
the farmer places speci­ 
fied acres of his corn base in the 
acreage reserve and agrees not to 
harvest corn or any other crop 
from them. 
He can earn pay­ 
ments at the rate of 93 cents per 
bushel based on the yield determ­ 
ined by the ASC county commit­ 
tee, 
provided the minimum re­ 
quirement end other conditions are 
met. 
The minimum amount of corn 
land that may be placed in re­ 
serve is the larger of IO per cent 
of the base acreage of 5 acres, 
or the allotment in case it is be­ 
low' 5 acres. The maximum acre­ 
age which may be placed in the 
corn reserve is half the corn 
base or 50 acres, whichever is 
larger, except that it may not ex­ 


ceed the Soil 
Bank corn bate 
average. 
Agreements fo r participation hi 
the corn acreage reserve ore now 
available for 
signature at the 
County ASO office end must be 
signed by July BO, Mr. DrisktU 
said.

White county had its name from 
Captain Isaac White of Gallatin 
county, commander of territorial 
militia, who was killed in the bat­ 
tle at Tippecanoe. 
The county 
seat of White county, Carmi, is 
biblical in origin, being for the 
second son of Reuben. Clay county 
was named for the great statesman, 
Henry Clay. Its county seat wa* 
first calltd Lewisville, for a man 
named Lewis. A mistake in spell­ 
ing changed it to Louisville. 
Franklin and Gallatin 
Benjamin Franklin, statesman 
and philosopher, provided th# name 
for Franklin county, and Thomas 
Hart Benton, noted and longtime 
senator from Missouri, was honor­ 
ed in the naming of its county seat 
Clinton county memorializes Dewitt 
Clinton, lawyer, financier, politi­ 
cian and promoter of the Erie Ca­ 
nal. There are two explanations 
for the naming of its county seat. 
One says that it was for the Eng­ 
lish author, Thomas Carlyle. This 
does not seem very probable ainee 
the name was in use in the county 
long before Carlyle had become 
famous. It is more likely that the 
name came from the town of the 
same name in England or from the 
one in Pennsylvania. 
Gallatin county was designated 
to honor Albert Gallatin, noted of­ 
ficial in the early government of 
the United States. Its county seat 
of Shawneetown remains as one 
of two county seats in the region 
that bear names of Indian origin. 
One Ione county, Wabash, received 
its name from an Indian word 
meaning "shining water”. 
The 
county seat of Wabash county, 
Mount Carmel, received its name 
from the Bible. 
A successful union revival meet­ 
ing held by ministers of different 
faiths near Jonesboro in 1817 gave 
name to Union county. Its county 
seat of Jonesboro was named for 
la family that settled there before 
the formation of the county. Alex­ 
ander Hamilton, first secretary of 
the treasury, had his name used 
for Hamilton county, and its coun­ 
ty seat was named for Dr. William 
McLean, early day physician who 
is reported to have been the first 
settler to locate on the site of the 
present city of McLeansboro. 
Edwards Comity 
Edwards county, named for Gov­ 
ernor Ninian Edwards, once includ­ 
ed the eastern half of Illinois above 
an east-west line through the point 
where "Bompsst” (Bon Pas) creek 
joins the Wabash. The county ex­ 
tended northward to "upper Can­ 
ada”. 
People then (1815) living 
in the region of Chicago or Milwau­ 
kee and wishing to transact busi­ 
ness at their conty seat would have 
journeyed to vanished Palmyra, 
two miles north of present Mi 
Carmel. The second and present 
county seat of Edwards county was 
later placed at Albion, called ihat 
after the term used to designate 
ancient England. 
The name for Richland county 


been chosen ss governor. Its coun­ 
ty seat of Greenville was named 
for the town of the same name in 
North Carolina. The North Caro­ 
lina town had been namer’ for Gen­ 
eral Nathaniel Green of Revolu­ 
tionary War fame. Saline county 
received its name from the Saline 
river that in its turn had received 
its name because of the salt springs 
that were located beside the river. 
Harrisburg, the present county 
seat of the new county of Saline, 
was named for a family named 
Harris that lived there. It replac­ 
ed Raleigh, the first county seat, 
named for the North Carolina city. 
Williamson county borrowed a 
name from a county in Tennossee 
and named its county seat for Gen­ 
eral Francis Marion, who also pro­ 
vided the name for Marion county. 
(Alexander county was named for 
] an early citizen of the county, Dr. 
William Alexander, physician, pol­ 
itician and promoter. After wan­ 
dering from vanished America to 
Unity and then to Thebes, the coun­ 
ty teat finally settled down at Cai­ 
ro, named for the city of that name 
in northern Africa. TMS naming 
helped to attach the term "Egypt” 
j to all of southern Illinois.

Massac county was named for 
I Fort Massac, early French fortifi­ 
cation on the Ohio river. The fort 
had been named for M. Missile, 
Minister of Marine for France dur­ 
ing the French and Indian Wars. 
Somewhere along the way the spell­ 
ing was changed from Missile to 
Massac. The county seat for Mas­ 
sac was first called Metropolis City, 
now shortened to Metropolis; it 
indicates the high hopes of tbs 
founders. 
General Anthony Wayne, often 
referred to as “Mad Anthony 
Wayne”, ^victor over the Indians at 
the Battle of Fallen Timbers, had 
his name given to Wayne county. 
Ila county seat was named Fair­ 
field because it was a fair or beau­ 
tiful field on which the new town 
was platted. 
I 
Randolph county was named for 
Edmund Randolph, eminent states­ 
man and Revolutionary War lead­ 
er. Its first county seat was the 
old French town of Kaskaskia, de­ 
serted many decades ago and long 
since carried away by the Missis­ 
sippi. 
Its present seat of justice 
is Chester. 
The naming of this 
town arouses an echo of the small 
influence that women exerted in 
selection of place names. Mrs. Jane 
Smith, wife of one of the founders 
of Chester, was allowed to choose 
a name for the new town. 
She 
chose that of her native town of 
Chester in England. 
Many of these names of counties 
and county seats would- furnish by 
themselves an interesting story.

Wilson Says He Will Not 
Be In Hurry to Spend 
Extra Funds for Air Force 


WASHINGTON (RE) — Defense 
Secretary Charlea E. Wilton today 
told senators investigating air pow­ 
er he isn t going to be in any hurry 
to spend the extra 900 million dol­ 
lars that Congress voted the Air 
Force. 
But he said he will not refuse 
to use the money eventually. 
Wilson said production of inter­ 
continental B52 jet bombers will 
not be stepped up now. This was 
the main purpose of Democrats in 
pushing through Congress the ad­ 
ditional appropriation for the Air 
Force. 
The defense secretary disclosed 
his position on the additional funds 
shortly after President Eisenhower 
at Gettysburg signed into law with­ 
out comment the $34,600,000,000 
defense appropriations bill for the 
1957 fiscal year which started Sun­ 
day. 
The bill contains the extra 
$900,000,000. 
Wilson said the $900,000,000 will 
be spent as it is needed “just like 
any other” appropriation. 
There had been some congres-j 
sional concern that the administra­ 
tion might “impound” the extra 
Air Force money. Congress voted 
additional funds over strong ad­ 
ministration objections. 
Not Behind Russia 
Wilson testified before the Sen­ 
ate Armed Services subcommittee 
on air power. 
He said the Air 
Force has not recommended that 
production of B52s be stepped up 
beyond the present schedule of 20 
a month. 
“And none of us think it should 
be done,” he added. 
In answer to a question by Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin Jr. (D-NC), Wilson 
said he did not interpret the vot­ 
ing of extra funds for aircraft pro­ 
curement as an expression of 
opinion by Congress that the plan­ 
ned production of B52s is “too 
low.” 
Rather, he said, he interpreted 
the congressional action as mean­ 
ing Congress did not “want us to 
be limited by funds in that area.” 
The appropriations bill included 
$16,400,000,000 for the Air Force, 


compared with $15,600X00,000 orig­ 
inally requested by the administra- 
tion. 
The Navy received $10,OOO,OOO,./OO 
and the Army $7,500,000,000. Both 
figures were close to the adminis­ 
tration recommendations. 
The overall total was nearly $3,- 
000,000,000 more than appropriat­ 
ed last year. 
Wilson denied critics’ charges 
that the United States is “falling 
behind’^ Russia in air power. But I 
he conceded the Russians are 
“catching up from a very low be­ 
ginning.” 


James Roosevelt 
Honeymoons With 
Former Secretary 


LOS ANGELES flPt-Rep. James 
Roosevelt (D-Calif) and his former 
personal secretary honeymooned 
here today. 
The 49-year-old son of the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and divorcee Mrs. Gladys Irene 
Owens, 39, were married Sunday 
in a quiet ceremony. 
The bride was one of three cor­ 
respondents named by the con­ 
gressman’s second wife, Mrs. Ro- 
melle Roosevelt, in a sensational 
divorce action in 1954. 
The couple planned to fly back 
to the nation’s 
capital tonight. 
Roosevelt said he would go to Is­ 
rael in a couple of weeks on con­ 
gressional business. 


Sullivan Loses

Clean Up Wreckage 
Following Riot in

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Usa Helicopters to 
Recover Plane Victims

later Sunday confirmed that all 
128 had died instantly. 
Officials hoped that treacherous 
winds would claim no more lives 
in the gorge by slamming helicop­ 
ters against granite cliffs. 
The helicopter group, according 
to plans set up by Capt. Byrd 
Ryland, commanding the rescue 
team, will cither ferry the bodies 
to the top of the rim for transfer 
to other planes or direct to the 
temporary morgue set up in the 
national guard armory in Flag­ 
staff, Ariz. 
Plane on Ledge 
Ryland said it was “unlikely” 
that any bodies from the UAL 
plane would be recovered. 
The 
TWA wreckage is scattered along 
an accessible ledge on Chuar Butte 
500 feet above the Colorado River, 
a raging torrent at that point. But 
the UAL wreckage is 4,500 feet 
up virtually sheer Temple Butte 
and “only on an outside chance” 
could it be reached even by expert 
mountaineers. 
Witnesses who probed the scene 
of the TWA ruins said it was only 
barely possible bodies could be 
identified by fingerprints. All were 
badly charred. 
The site was only 12 miles from 
the 
world-famous Indian Watch 
Tower, on the rim of the canyon 
where millions of tourists have 
scanned with awe the grandeur of 
the technicolor sandstone and gran­ 
ite buttes and cliffs. But it was 
not visible from the tourist spots 
because of intervening buttes. 
CAB Examiner Jack Parshall, 
Kansas City, listed the growing 
evidence that turned the investi­ 
gators for “a hard look” at the 
probability of collision: 
I—Both planes left Los Angeles 
Saturday morning only three min­ 
utes apart, flying parallel courses. 
Their flight plans ordered them to 
hold an altitude difference of I,- 
IOO feet-—110 meet more than the 
legal requirements — until their 
courses intersected simultaneous­ 
ly above Arizona’s 
picturesque 
Painted Desert, 
about 12 miles 
from the crash scene. 
Asks to Climb Higher 
2—TWA pilot Jack Gandy, 42, 
Mission, Kans., was flying at 17,- 
000 feet according to flight plan 
when he ran into a weather front 
and asked to climb to 21,000 feet. 
CAA denied permission, explaining 
that the UAL plane already was 
at that level and close to the TWA 
plane. 
2—Gandy then asked permission 
to fly 1,000 feet over the “weather 
roof.” This request is automatical­ 
ly honored by the CAA to avoid 
keeping a pilot in weather that 
may wreck him. 
4—There were indications 
the 
“weather roof," the typical tum­ 
bling thunderhead turbulence on 
Arizona’s summer desert regions, 
was at 20,000 feet, which would 
have put Gandy up to 21,000 feet 
5—The two planes were due to 
check in by radio at the same 
time, 2:32 p. m. EDT, over the 
same Painted Desert check point 
only 12 miles from where the de 
molished fragments of the air lin 
era were found. 
6—A statement by veteran pilot 
Paten Hudgin, who discovered the 
plane wreckage while flying tour­ 
ist parties over the canyon, that 
“they couldn’t possibly have hit 
horizontal . . . the canyon’s too 
narrow . , . 
they 
were 
going 
straight down.” 
7—A woman’s red coat, spotted 
from a helicopter atop the Grand 
Canyon rim on the east side of the 
river, indicating the UAL plane 
was breaking apart, or had brok­ 
en up, in the air before it plunged 
below the rim into the gorge. 


Grand Canyon Plane 
Crash is Second 
Worst in History

By one death, the Grand Can­ 
yon airplane disaster was the 
second worst in history with 
128 dead. All 129 servicemen 
returning from Korea aboard 
a C124 Giobemaster were kill­ 
ed in a crash near Tokyo on 
June 18, 1953. 
Eighty persons were killed 
near Cardiff, Wales, on March 
12, 1950, in the crash of a char­ 
tered Avro Tudor airliner. Un­ 
til Saturday, that was consider­ 
ed the worst civilian airliner 
crash in history. 
Only 12 days ago on June 
20, 74 person? were killed off 
Asbury Park, N. J., when a 
Venezuelan airline Super Con­ 
stellation plunged into the At­ 
lantic. That was the previous 
record number of persons kill­ 
ed in a scheduled commercial 
airliner crash. 


Probers Charge 
Services Sell, 
Buy Back 'Surplus’ 


WASHINGTON (W-Senate inves­ 
tigators charged today that the 
armed forces have been classify­ 
ing some items as “surplus,” sell­ 
ing them at reduced prices, and 
then later buying the same items 
back again at higher prices. 
The Senate Preparedness sub­ 
committee. beaded by Senate Dem­ 
ocratic Leader Lyndon B. Johnson 
(Tex) said such action has been 
•‘needlessly” 
boosting 
defense 
costs. 
The subcommittee called on De­ 
fense Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
and the three service secretaries 
to clamp tighter controls on buy­ 
ing and Seiling practices and see 
that information on military sur­ 
plus stocks is more widely dis­ 
tributed.

Nixon Leaves 
For Philippines 


HONOLULU (BJ!) — Vice Presi- 
1 dent Richard Nixon left today for 
the Philippines where he promised 
to make a major announcement on 
relations between the United States 
and the Far East 
The vice president is making a 
10-day round-the-world goodwill 
tour. He arrived here Sunday from 
Miami and left for Manila at 2:01 
a. rn. EDT, 
“My speech in Manila will be a 
major announcement on the whole 
subject of the Asian picture,” he 
told newsmen. He declined to elab­ 
orate. 
Nixon also disclosed he is broad­ 
ening his Asia tour to include two 
or more visits with other nations 
who “are our friends.” He did not 
say which nations besides the Phil­ 
ippines and Indochina he is visit­ 
ing. 
A spokesman for Nixon said the 
itinerary has been set but that the 
White House must announce it in 
Washington. 
Accompanying Nixon on his glo­ 
bal flight were his wife, Pat, and 
Los Angeles Times columnist Bill 
Henry, who is serving as his spe­ 
cial assistant.

hnutigalors Charge Aid for School 
Buddings Sri It Appease Some Slates

Some 
states getting federal help for 
school buildings near defense in­ 
stallations received a higher pay­ 
ment rate than the construction 
cost, house 
staff investigators 
charged today. 
They said the U. S. Office of 
Education set a higher rate for 
federal assistance in some states 
than was requested and set a rate 
in some, particularly in the south, 
to “appease the states” and “to 
avoid hard feelings.” 
Under fire was the education 
office’s handling of the program 
of federal school construction as­ 
sistance to school districts near 
mUitary 
or defense 
establish­ 
ments. The federal government 
aids these districts — some 3,000 
throughout the country — to com­ 
pensate for increased 
school en- 
roUment resulting from the fed­ 
eral activity. 
In testimony before a House 
Appropriations 
subcommittee re­ 
leased today, 
a 
subcommittee 
staff report said in year 1951 and 
1952 that “contrary to the law, en­ 
titlement rates for the states were 
not computed on the basis of ac­ 
tual construction cost of school 
facilities for the preceding year.” 


“Rates were established in soma 
instances to appease states,” the 
staff study declared. “In particu­ 
lar, the southeastern state? were 
given identical or similar rates to 
avoid ill feelings. 
“In some instances, states were 
given a rate which was higher 
than the rate originally established 
for the state and accepted for the 
state,” 
The staff investigators said con­ 
struction cost figures maintained 
bv the office of education itself 
showed 
the states 
“were con­ 
structing facilities at a much low­ 
er cost per pupil than the entitle­ 
ment rate.” 
In answering the staff report’s 
charges, the office of education 
told the subcommittee that its 
1951-52 rates were not set “con­ 
trary to law” because the act did 
not require them to be set tm pre­ 
vious 
year’s 
construction 
cost 
alone. 
It said the commissioner 
of education was authorized and 
did draw on other sources of in­ 
formation to set a realistic rate 
of payment. 
The office flatly denied it set 
any payment rates “merely 
to 
favor or appease certain states 
and thus avoid ill feelings.”
